The compounds of claim 364 are efflux pump inhibitors and not antimicrobial agents. The antimicrobial activity comes from 
adding a second active ingredient which is an antimicrobial agent. Due to this, there is no support for the new claims in the 
specification without a new search. Claims 364-395 remain allowed. 
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
